worthy of the closest study by British firms who 
are interested in the machinery market. China shows a vigorous and 
increasing demand for electricity in all its branches. The Shanghai 
Municipal Electricity Works supplied over 40,000,000 units during 
1914, as compared with 21,000,000 units in the previous year ; 
1,500 radiators have been installed in Chinese houses, and small 
motors are very popular. ‘The installation of plant in the interior 
requires special measures and cannot be attempted without efficient 
local representation. The business was largely in the hands of 
German firms, mainly because they were willing to undertake entire 
contracts and to finance them. British firms, however, have realised 
the possibilities of the market, and those who have been sufliciently 
enterprising to meet the local conditions are being amply repaid for 
their trouble, whilst their work has given the greatest possible 
satisfaction to the Chinese companies on whose behalf contracts 
have been undertaken. British installations have recently been 
completed for the great cities of Soochow, Changchow and Yangchow 
in the Province of Kiangsu, and for Ningpo in the Province of 
Chekiang, whilst a very large number of smaller plants and dynamos 
have been supplied for lighting small towns, missions and factories. 


It would be an advantage if some United Kingdom manufacturers

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OPENINGS IN ALL COUNTRIES. 


Confidential Information. 


Firms in the United Kingdom desirous of receiving confidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as to 
other connected matters, may, upon application, have their names 
placed on a Special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information communicated to firms so registered 
relates mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received 
from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, from 
His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Corres- 
pondents in the British Dominions, and from the Board of Trade 
Correspondents in the Crown Colonies, supplemented by information 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1914, 989 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 142,005 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
related. 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service which 
includes the regular supply of the weekly “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W. 

The “ Journal” itself contains a large amount of information as to 
openings for British trade abroad and as to other matters of interest 
to British traders generally. Information published in it is not 
repeated by circular to firms whose names are on the Special 
Register; the confidential information communicated to the latter is 
confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published in 
the ‘“‘ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all. 

Firms in the United Kingdom who isk to have their names 
inscribed on the Special Register should apply in writing to the 
Director of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of 
Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 


application. 
N.B.—Admission to the Register, and retention upon it, are at the 


discretion of the Board of Trade.

missioners and H.M. Consular Officers appearing in the pages of 
the “ Board of Trade Journal.” 

In order that British manufacturers may have an opportunity of 
inspecting catalogues of German origin, the Board of Trade have 
collected over 1,500 specimens, illustrating a great variety of indus- 
tries, and these may be inspected at the Foreign Samples Section of 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 32, Cheapside, London, 
E.C. A complete index of the catalogues has been prepared, 
enabling ready identification of any particular catalogue a simple 
matter. In a number of cases goods similar to those illustrated in the 
catalogues are on view in the adjoining sample rooms. 





GOVERNMENT NOTICES AFFECTING 
TRADE. 


TRADING WITH THE ENEMY: 


- Warning to Exporters. 


The Board of Trade direct the particular attention of all manufac- 
turers and traders concerned in the export trade to the need for 
scrupulous care in the transaction of their business abroad. ‘The 
Government’s reprisals policy, formally announced by the Order-in- 
Council of March 11th, 1915, is directed to suppress all enemy trade, 
whether import or export. The main difficulty in making this policy 
thoroughly effective arises from the fact that some traders in some 
neutral countries are making themselves agents for the supply of 
goods to enemy countries. British firms engaged in foreign trade, 
therefore, must have regard to these circumstances and survey with 
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great caution every opening for business which is offered them by 
neutral importers or exporters. 

_ Especial care should be taken in opening new accounts in neutral 
countries, and in relation to any orders or enquiries of an abnormal 
character. In any case of doubt as to the bond-fides of particular 
consignees, business should be suspended pending reference to the 
Board of Trade*. It is inadvisable that any new accounts should be 
opened by any British trader in neutral countries, during the war, 
without the fullest enquiries as to the character of the business pro- 
posed to him. 

The Board feel sure that they can rely upon the cordial co-operation 
of all firms engaged in foreign business -to secure the successful work- 
ing of the reprisals policy. 

It must be added that the proclamations relating to trading with 
the enemy cover indirect trading with the enemy through neutral 
agents, and that carelessness in transacting neutral business may 
involve traders in the severe penalties attaching to trading with the 


enemy. 





RE-EXPORTS TO PORTS OVERSEA. 


The Board of Trade desire to direct the attention of traders to the 
following arrangements, failure to comply with which may result in 
goods being detained by the Customs authorities at British ports 
oversea. 

At all such ports (excepting those in Canada, Newfoundland and 
Egypt) a British consular certificate of non-enemy origin is required 
by the Customs authorities in respect of goods arriving from Holland 
Denmark, Sweden, Norway, Switzerland and Italy, either directly or 
after transhipment under the Customs Regulations at any port in the 
United Kingdom. 

When goods from the countries named are imported into the United 
Kingdom and subsequently re-exported a certificate of origin will not 
be required in the oversea port but in lieu thereof the importer at 
that port should produce a duplicate of the ‘“ Specification for 
Foreign and Colonial Merchandise” (Form 30) or the ‘ Shipping 
Bill” (Form 64), as the case requires, which exporters are called upon 
to lodge with the Customs authorities in this country in connection 
with the re-exportation of such goods from the United Kingdom. 

The proper officers of Customs in the United Kingdom are authorised 
by the Board of Customs and Excise to sign and stamp complete 
duplicates of the ‘‘ Specification” or “Shipping Bill” or extracts 
therefrom, free of charge, provided the duplicate or extract is 
presented at the same time as the original. When the goods described 
on a “Specification ” or ‘Shipping Bill” are intended for two or more 
consignees, exporters may have extracts signed and stamped for trans- 
mission to each consignee. 

These arrangements apply to goods re-exported from this country to 
all British oversea ports (other than those in Canada, Newfoundland 
and Egypt) as from 7th July, except in the case of South African ports, 
in respect of which they will apply as from Ist August.

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EXPORTATION OF COTTON YARN AND THREAD; 
RAW COTTON, AND COTTON WASTE, 


Decision of Cotton Exports Committee. 


With reference to the notice on p. 21 of the ‘“ Board of Trade 
Journal,” of lst July, regarding the appointment of a Committee on 
Cotton Exports, the Board of Trade announce that the Committee 
has approved of the following procedure to be adopted in making 
application for permission to export cotton yarn and thread from the 
United Kingdom to a prohibited destination. Two forms of applica- 
tion are prescribed, viz. :— 

(1) Form of application fore Licence to export a single 
consignment. 


(2) Form of application for a general licence to export to one 
consignee a quantity of goods in a number of shipments 
spread over a fixed period. ‘his period must not exceed 
two months. 

Copies of form (1) may be obtained from the Secretary, War Trade 
Department, 4, Central Buildings, Westminster, $.W., or from the 
local Collector of Customs and Excise. A supply of form (2) will be 
obtainable as above as soon as printed. 

Applications to export cotton yarn must be accompanied by a 
signed declaration from the manufacturer or user in the country of 
destination. This declaration must be visé by a British Consul. 

All applications for permission to export raw cotton or cotton waste 
must be made on form (1) mentioned above, and must, in respect of 
neutral destinations in Hurope and Mediterranean ports on the North 
Coast of Africa, be accompanied by a declaration which in the case of 
cotton waste varies according as the waste is to be used for engine 
or spinning purposes. ‘These declarations must also be visé by a 
British Consul. 

Further copies of the various declarations referred to may be 
obtained from the Secretary, War Trade Department, at the address 
given above. 

In cases of exportation of any of the goods mentioned to Holland 
it will also be necessary for the consignee to make arrangements for 
them to be consigned to the Netherlands Oversea ‘Trust, Hooge 
Nieustraat 44, The Hague, Holland, and a certificate from the Trust 


should accompany the application. (C.1.B. 35,500.) 





WAR LOAN. 


Insurance Companies’ Deposits. 


The Board of Trade have made a new Rule under the Assurance 
Companies Act, 1909, to enable £3 10s. per cent. War Loan, £2 10s. 
per cent. Consols, £2 15s. per cent. Annuities, or £2 10s. per cent. 
Annuities included in the deposits made by Insurance Companies to 
be converted into £4 10s. per cent. War Loan without the necessity | 
of an application to the Court. A Warrant to enable the conversion 
to be made will be issued by the Board of ‘l'rade on the application of 


the Company. 
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FACTORIES ENGAGED ON WAR CONTRACTS. 
Exemptions under Factory and Workshop Acts. 


It has come to the notice of the Home Secretary that some 
misunderstanding prevails as to the effect of the new regulation 
under the Defence of the Realm Acts providing for exemptions from 
the Factory and Workshop Acts. The effect of the regulation is not 
wholly to exempt any factories from the protective provisions of these 
Acts, but to place the factories to which it applies in the same 
position as Crown factories and factories where Crown work is being 
done; that is to say, during the present emergency, exemptions 
(which must be applied for in advance) may be granted in regard to 
specified provisions of the Acts by order of the Home Secretary. If 
the occupier of any factory can show that his work is required in the 
national interest, and that by reason of the loss of men through 
enlistment or their transference to Government service, or of other 
circumstances arising out of the war, it cannot be carried on without 
some exemption, he should apply to the District Inspector of 
Factories. 

Full particulars of the Proclamations requiring the production of 
Consular Certificates in the various Self-Governing Dominions and 
Colonies have been published in the “ Board of Trade Journal” from 
time to time as issued. 





REGISTRATION OF BRITISH PROPERTY IN 
ENEMY COUNTRIES. 
Explanatory Memorandum on Registration Orders “G,” “H” and “ J.” 


The Public Trustee desires to call the attention of those who are 
about to fill up and return to him one or more of the above 
Registration Orders (see notice on p. 881 of the ‘“ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 24th June) to the following points :-— 

It should be clearly understood that, while returns of enemy 
property held in this country are compulsory under the provisions of 
the Trading with the Enemy Amendment Act, 1914, the new returns 
of British property in enemy territories and territories in enemy 
occupation are voluntary. It follows, therefore, that the object of 
the Public Trustee in asking creditors of enemy firms or persons to 
make these returns is merely to make a record, which, if compre- 
hensively made and compiled, will be of very great importance to 
the Government in estimating tlie relative positions of this country 
and its enemies with regard to indebtedness of all kinds. While 
His Majesty’s Government is in no way committed either to respon- 
sibility fur the correctness of claims entered, or to take any action 
on the conclusion of hostilities, or otherwise, for the recovery of the 
debts or property which are the subject of the returns, it is hardly 
necessary to state that it is in the interest of the creditors that the 
returns are asked for, as giving important data for the safeguarding 
of that interest. 

It is important to observe the exact meaning of “ enemy” 
this connection. An enemy is a person, of whatever a 
residing or carrying on business in enemy territory. A British 
subject, therefore, who resides or carries on business in enemy 
territory is, for the present purposes, to be considered an enemy 
while a person of German, Austrian or Turkish nationality residing 
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in this country, even though interned, is not an enemy from this 
point of view. 

Registration Order “G” is to be used by British persons or firms, 
or persons or firms resident or carrying on business, in the United 
Kingdom, to make a return— 

(1) Of debts owing to them by enemy persons or firms. 

(2) Of Bank balances held for them by Banks situated in enemy 
countries, 

(3) Of interest which has accrued on items recorded on Regis- 
tration Order “ H.” 

Registration Order “J” is to be used to make a return of personal 
luggage left behind in enemy country by British subjects when 
travelling home before or since the outbreak of war. Great care 
should be taken to indicate whether the luggage was given into the 
charge of someone (e.g., a railway official or hotel keeper) or was 
detained against the will of the traveller. 

Registration Order “H™” is to be used for the purpose of making a 
return of property, other than debts, bank balances, and personal 
luggage, held by enemy persons or firms for British persons or firms, 
or other persons and firms resident or carrying on business in the 
United Kingdom. 

Registration Order ‘‘H” also should be used to record claims 
against enemy Governments and Municipalities in respect of public 
securities of those Governments and Municipalities held by the 
persons making the return. The enemy Government or Municipality 
is, from this point of view, the debtor, and the fact that the paper 
or other documentary evidence of title is held in this country makes 
no difference. 

With regard to the date to be selected for the making of the 
return, this should be the outbreak of the War, that is to say, 
midnight of August 4th for Germany and Austria-Hungary, and 
November 5th for Turkey. With regard to territory occupied by 
enemy forces, the date should be the date of occupation as nearly 


as can be ascertained. 
Interest, if any, which has accrued to date may be noted on

Registration Order “ G. 

Registration Order ‘‘ H” must not be used for making other claims 
against enemy Governments, ¢.g., in respect of goods or property 
requisitioned or sequestrated by those Governments. All such claims 
should be notified to the Director of Foreign Claims, Foreign 
Office, Whitehall, S.W. 

Another very important point to be observed by those who are 
making returns is that if their enemy debtor has property in this 
country, such property can, under the provisions of section 4 of the 
Trading with the Enemy Amendment Act, 1914, be, on application 
to the High Court, vested in the Public Trustee, for the satisfaction 
of British creditors. The first step is, obviously, to ascertain whether 
the enemy debtor does, in fact, hold such property in this country, 
and on application to the Public Trustee, Trading with the Enemy 
Department, 2, Clement’s Inn, Strand, W.C., an enquiry form will be 
sent to any British creditor, and, when the form has been duly filled 
in and returned, the records of the Department will be searched, and 
any available information forwarded to the person making the enquiry. 
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- CONSULAR APPOINTMENT AT BARI. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade is in- 
formed that a salaried British Consulate has been established at Bari 
(Italy) in place of the unsalaried Vice-Consulate which previously 
existed there.

NOTICE TO EMPLOYERS. 


The Board of Trade National System of Labour Exchanges have 
on their books, at the present time, particulars with regard to 
skilled and unskilled workpeople who are seeking employment. 

They have instituted recently a special register of women who are 
anxious to undertake work during the war in order to replace men 
who are eligible for military service. More than 80,000 have already 
entered their names on this register. All occupations are represented 
among the women on the register, and many of them have very satis- 
factory qualifications for the work they seek. 

Employers desiring workpeople should notify their vacancies to the 
nearest Labour Exchange.

URGENT CORRESPONDENCE FOR NEUTRAL 
EUROPEAN COUNTRIES. 


In order to meet the needs of persons who have specially urgent 
and important correspondence for transmission to countries corres- 
pondence for which is subject to censorship, a special posting-box has 
been provided at the Chief Office, King Edward Street, London, E.C., 
in which correspondence for neutral European countries may be 
posted up to 2 p.m. each day. Correspondence so posted will be sent 
to the Censors with special expedition, and will receive priority in 
examination by them. 

In order that the purpose of this arrangement may not be defeated 
by the posting of large numbers of unimportant letters in the special 
box, a special fee of half-a-crown (in addition to the ordinary postal 
charges) must be prepaid in stamps on each packet so posted. 
Letters posted in the special box without this special fee will be 
transferred to the ordinary mail. 

Registered and insured letters will receive similar preferential 
treatment as regards speedy despatch if handed in at the counter in 
the Chief Office before 1.45 p.m. with a fee of half-a-crown in 
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addition to the ordinary postage, registration and insurance fees. 
They must not be posted in the box. 

While every effort will be made to secure the earliest possible 
despatch of letters posted under these conditions, no responsibility 
can be taken for delay or for failure to include a letter in a particular 
mail: nor can any claim be entertained for the return of the special 
fee on account of such delay, or of the stoppage of a letter by the 


Censors. 





CONTRABAND OF WAR: 


Italian Decree. 


The *‘ London Gazette’ of 6th July notifies that the Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs has received from His Majesty’s 
Ambassador in Rome the following translation of a Royal Decree, 
dated 3rd June last, and published in the Italian Official Gazette 
of 17th June :— 

ARTICLE I. 

The following objects and materials are considered as absolute 
contraband : — 

1. Arms of all kinds, including arms for sporting purposes, 
and their distinctive component parts. 

2. Projectiles, charges and cartridges of all kinds, and their 
distinctive component “parts. 

3. Powder and explosives specially prepared for use in war. 

4. Ingredients of explosives, viz., nitric acid, sulphuric acid, 
glycerine, acetone, calcium acetate, and all other metallic 
acetates, sulphur, potassium nitrate, the fractions of the dis- 
tillation products of coal-tar between benzol and cresol inclusive, 
aniline, methylaniline, ammonium perchlorate, ammonium 
nitrate, cyanamide, potassium chlorate, calcium nitrate and 
mercury. 

5. Resinous products, camphor and turpentine (oil and spirit). 

6. Gun-mountings, limber boxes, limbers, baggage waggons, 
field forges, and their distinctive component parts. 

7. Range-finders and their distinctive component parts. 

8. All kinds of clothing and equipment of a distinctively mili- 
tary character. 

9. Saddle, draught and pack animals suitable for use in war. 

10. All kinds of harness of a distinctively military character. 

11. Articles of camp equipment and their distinctive com- 
ponent parts. 

12. Armour plates. 

13. Ferro alloys, including ferro-tungsten, ferro-molybdenum, 
ferro-manganese, ferro-vanadium, ferro- “chrome. 

14. The following metals : Tungsten, molybdenum, vanadium, 
nickel, selenium, cobalt, hematite pig-iron, manganese. 

15. The following ores: Wolframite, scheelite, molybdenite, 
manganese ore, nickel ore, chrome ore, hematite iron ore, zinc 
ore, Jead ore, bauxite. 

16. Aluminium, alumina and salts of aluminium. 
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17. Antimony, together with the sulphides and oxides of 
antimony. 

18. Copper, unwrought and part wrought, and copper wire. 

19. Lead, pig, sheet, or pipe. 

20. Barbed wire, and implements for fixing and cutting the 
same. 

21. Warships, including boats and their distinctive compo- 
nent parts of such a nature that they can only be used on a vessel 
of war. 

22. Submarine sound signalling apparatus. 

23. Aeroplanes, airships, balloons and aircraft of all kinds, 
and their component parts, together with accessvries and articles 
recognisable as intended for use in connection with balloons and 
aircraft. 

24. Motor vehicles of all kinds and their component parts. 

25. Pneumatic tyres and covers, for motor vehicles and for 
cycles, together with articles and materials specially adapted for 
use in the manufacture or repair of tyres. 

26. Rubber (including raw, waste, and reclaimed rubber) and 
goods made wholly of rubber. 

27. Iron pyrites. 

28. Mineral oils and motor spirit (mineral oils, raw and dis- 
tilled, petrol, benzine, naphtha and spirits in general which may 
be used for motors). 

29. Apparatus designed exclusively for the manufacture of 
munitions of war, or for the manufacture or repair of arms or war 
material for use on land or sea. 

30. Wool, raw, combed or carded, wool fibre, combed or carded, 
wool waste. 

31. Tin, chloride of tin and tin ore. 

32. Castor oil. 

33. — wax. 

34. Copper iodide. 

35. Te ricants. 

36. Skins of every sort, raw or tanned, cow, ox, buffalo, calf, 
horse, pig, sbeep, goat or deer; leather adapted for saddlery, 
harness, boots or military ac coutrements, 

37. Ammonia and its salts, whether simple or compound; 
ammonia liquor, urea, aniline, and their compounds, 


Articte II. 

The following articles and materials are considered articles of 
conditional contraband :— 

1. Foodstuffs. 

2. Forage and feeding stuffs for animals. 

3. Clothing, fabrics for clothing, and boots and shoes suitable 
for use in war. 

4. Gold and silver in coin or bullion; paper money. 

5. Vehicles of all kinds, other than motor vehicles, available 
for use in war, and their component parts. 

6. Vessels, craft, and boats of all kinds; floating docks, parts 
of docks, and their component parts. 
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7. Railway materials, both fixed and rolling stock; and 
materials for telegraphs, wireless telegraphs and telephones. 

8. Fuel, other than mineral oils. 

9. Powder and explosives not specially prepared for use in war. 

10. Horse-shoes and shoeing materials. 

11. Harness and saddlery 

12. Field glasses, telescopes, chronometers, and all kinds of 
nautical instruments. 

13. Materials of all sorts used in tanning, including tannin 
and other extracts suitable for the industry. 


Articte III. 
The present decree will take effect from to-day. 





TRADE ENQUIRIES REGARDING MARKETS ABROAD. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of ‘Trade 
invites applications from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of extending their trade in 
markets abroad. Such applications should specify the countries 
for which information is desired, and indicate— 

(a) The precise kind of goods about which the enquirer desires 
information, and 

(6) The particular points in regard to which he especially wants 
to be informed. 

Attention is directed to this matter because, if applicants would 
make their enquiries more precise, they would benefit by receiving 
more precise information. It would also be in their interest to state 
whether they have already succeeded in obtaining any trade in the 
countries in question, whether they are represented by agents there, 
and: if so by whom, and whether they are satisfied with their repre- 
sentation. 

Applicants for information may apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners and the Imperial Trade Correspondents in the Dominions, 
the correspondents of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the 
Board of Trade in other parts of the Empire, and to H.M. Consular 
Officers in foreign countries, but it is generally desirable that they 
should apply, in the first instance, to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., because by the adoption 
of this course much delay may be avoided in those cases in which 
the Branch is already in possession of the required information. 





TRADE CONDITIONS ABROAD. 


China (Shanghai).—H.M. Consul-General at Shanghai (Sir E. D. H. 
Fraser, K.C.M.G.) reports that Shanghai merchants have encountered 
many adverse circumstances during the past few years. ‘The revolu- 
tion of 1911-12, the collapse of the rubber boom, the failure of the 
native banks, the second revolution and considerable over-trading in 
1913, have all tended to shake the stability of the market and, when 
news was received of the outbreak of war last August, the gravest 
apprehensions were felt as to the results on the trade of the port. 
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These siiditaiias were to some extent justified. Merchants 
have suffered, and China has shared to some extent in the general 
depression of trade. At the same time the lull has proved beneficial 
in many ways; it has prevented the over-trading to which the 
Shanghai market is somewhat prone; it has resulted in the melting 
down of considerable quantities of superfluous coins, thus improving 
the currency situation; the business of the native banks has been 
conducted on sane and cautious lines and the foreign banks have 
had ample funds at their disposal and have encouraged all legitimate 
business. ‘The close of the year indeed showed a sounder tone in the 
market than has been experienced for several years and, if only 
Shanghai is willing to work slowly and steadily through the war 
period, there is every prospect of great commercial development in 
the near future. 

The conservative methods of British merchants have undergone 
considerable modification in the last few years under pressure of 
severe competition from: commercial rivals. Closer co-operation, a 
fuller knowledge of conditions in the interior and a more thorough 
appreciation of the needs of the Chinese market are already producing 
good results, and the conditions of the trade conducted from Shanghai 
demonstrate that the British merchant is inclined to do better business 
when stimulated by pressure of adverse circumstances. 

Whilst most of the foreign goods entering Shanghai are disposed 
of in the port itself to native dealers, certain of the imports are dealt 
with either wholly or in part by foreign travellers and native agents 
in the hinterland. Of these goods kerosene oil, cigarettes, sugar, soaps, 
akalis, cotton thread, aniline dyes, needles and sundries are the most 
important. This trade has shown great vitality in recent years, and 
there can be little doubt that great developments lie ahead of it. 
The opening up of undeveloped areas, the introduction of new lines 
of business and the establishment of direct communications with the 
consumers needed courage, enterprise, imagination and capital. Some 
of the finest pioneer work in this direction has been done by British 
firms, and they have already proved that the possibilities of the China 
market are not yet exhausted; their efforts have met with brilliant 
success. (A.R. 69.)

China (Chinkiang).— H.M. Consul at Chinkiang (Mr. H. A. Ottewill) 
reports that one of the principal causes of the decrease of £924,178 in 
the total trade of the port of Chinkiang in 1914 as compared with the 
previous year was the war in Europe, which directly affected imports 
and exports. ‘The war has also prevented the Shanghai banks from 
giving credit on the same scale as previously. The failure of the 
bean crop has been a concomitant misfortune. 

Formerly, funds collected by the Government Salt Gabelle at 
Shihérh-wei were banked at Yangchow and Chinkiang. Under a new 
arrangement they are banked at Shanghai. One result has been an 
abundance of money at Shanghai and a comparative scarcity of money 
locally. Under the conditions prev iously prevailing, the necessity for 
remitting to Shanghai the proceeds of imports sold in the district and 
the comparative lack of exports caused considerable fluctuations in the 
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value of the Chinkiang transfer tael. In years past, 1,000 Chinkiang 
taels were paid to a native bank for a draft on Shanghai for 1,060 
Shanghai taels.* The new method of dealing with the salt funds 
resulted in a 1,000 Chinkiang taels having to be paid for a draft on 
Shanghai for 783 Shanghai taels. Importers have complained 
of the great inconvenience caused by the unusual depreciation of the 
Chinkiang tael as compared with the Shanghai tael during the year. 
The Chinese banks at Chinkiang finance Chinese merchants up- 
country. Before the settling day (Chinese New Year’s day) comes 
round, the up-country merchants repay advances at Chinkiang, and 
money becomes plentiful. 

The features of German trade which seem to be largely responsible for ' 
its success are : (a) German experts are frequently sent out to explain 
to Chinese purchasers how their purchases may be used to the best 
possible advantage ; (b) the employment of travellers in the interior ; 
(c) long credits are given ; and (d) underselling. 

On the other hand, the success of certain well-known British and 
American companies is principally due to their employment of 
foreigners travelling up-country. The difficulty of finding suitable 
men with some knowledge of Chinese life is not insuperable. 
Knowledge of the language is not absolutely necessary. 

The small merchant does not appear to stand much chance of 
success, but it seems advisable, remarks H.M. Consul, for more 
merchants to join in the China trade. Agencies are probably not 
very profitable to the firm represented, and the suggestion is made 
that British manufacturers of the same classes of goods should unite 
to send out a representative to study the chances of establishing 
themselves at a large treaty port and of trading up-country. 

The sending of catalogues, even in the Chinese language, is of very 
little practical use unless there is somebody on the spot to whom 
the Chinese can apply, who can quote in local currency the price 
which will have to be paid on the spot. References to Shanghai and 
tothe United Kingdom about rates of exchange involve complications. 
For the purposes of trade a Chinaman wants to know how much the 
goods will cost him on the spot at a given time. (A.R. 66.)

Dutch Guiana.—The “ Dépéche Coloniale” (Paris) of 25th June 
reports that the Governor of Dutch Guiana, in his speech at the recent 
opening of the colonial Parliament, stated that the situation in the 
Colony immediately after the outbreak of the war was so good that 
the Government did not find it necessary to take any extraordinary 
steps other than the assumption of the control of the exports of food- 
stuffs, coal, oil, and coin. 

The war has naturally had its effect on Dutch Guiana, though it is 
difficult at present to determine the precise degree owing to the con- 
current crisis in the balata industry. The disorganisation of shipping 
services also created a serious situation in the banana industry. 


* The Shanghai tael is the unit of value upon which wholesale transactions and 
exchange business are based in Shanghai and the Northern Chinese ports. During the 
year 1914 the exchange value of the Shanghai tael varied from 2s. 3d. to 2s. 7d. in 
the period January—July,and from 2s, 2d. to 2s. 4d. in the period August— December. 
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T'rade Conditions Abroad. 
The gold mining industry made good progress during 1914 and the 

settlement of the River Marowyne frontier dispute with France made 

it possible to grant concessions for the exploitation of gold deposits 


on that river. Several prospecting permits were also granted during 
the year for mercury, petrol, and bituminous substances.

Portugal (San Thome and Principe).—H.M. Vice-Consul at Loanda 
(Mr. H. H. Cassells) reports that imports of goods of Portuguese 
and Portuguese colonial origin were valued at 2,235,810 escudos 
(about £372,635)*, in 1914. The. remaining portion, 1,554,183 
escudos (about £259,030) represented merchandise of foreign origin, 
mainly British and German. 

The bulk of the importation is effected by Portuguese vessels, 
British and German steamers bringing but a small proportion of the 
total imports direct from the United Kingdom and from Germany. 

Imports of foreign goods fell off considerably during the second 
half of 1914, the total for that period being 558,970 escudos, as 
against 995,213 escudos for the first six months, a decrease of 
436,243 escudos (about £72,707). 

It is impossible to specify the chief articles of import together with 
their values and countries of origin as no information on the subject 
appears to be available. The islands have, however, to import practi- 
cally everything they require, and consequently the range of imported 
articles is extremely wide. As stated above, the imports from other 
than Portuguese countries amounted in 1914 to about £259,030. 
The United Kingdom has enjoyed a fair share of this trade, and 
there would seem to be reason to believe that British merchants 
could increase their imports into San Thomé if they went to work in 
the right way. 

lt would scarcely be worth while for a British firm manu- 
facturing only one class of goods to send a traveller to San 
Thomé. The results would probably not justify the experiment. 
[lt is suggested, however, that an agent might be appointed 
locally to sell the firm’s goods on commission. Export firms, 
shipping many classes of goods, could perhaps do better either 
through local commission agents or through their own travellers. 
It is essential that the latter be acquainted with the Portuguese 
language and with the customs of the Portuguese. The German 
firms that were so successful in the past in capturing the 
markets of San Thomé and Principe were for the most part export 
firms. They sent out travellers who spoke the language well, and 
who took orders for goods whether they were accustomed to stock 
them or not, it necessary procuring them from America, the United 
Kingdom, France and Italy. 

One of the principal reasons of the success of German firms was 
their readiness to grant from three to nine months’ credit to local 
merchants. It will be necessary for British merchants to offer similar 
credit facilities if they wish to gain a footing and retain it against 
competition. 





* The figures for the year 1914 are converted at the rate of 6 escudos to the &. At 
the current rate 1 escudo = 3s. 
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A complete list of the articles which British traders might import 
cannot be given, but the following are suggested :—Railway material 
and supplies fur the Government railway, light railway material and 
supplies for the plantations, agricultural implements (machetes, spades, 
axes, &c.), carpenters’ and builders’ tools and supplies, hardware, cement, 
glass, cotton goods, clothing, drills and khaki suits, haberdashery, drugs, 
perfumery, soap, furniture and food-stuffs (especially rice and flour). 

San Thomé has a service of three steamers a month to and from 
Lisbon, one fast boat and two slow boats. ‘The fast steamer calls at 
Loanda, Lobito, Cape Town and at most of the ports of Portuguese 
Kast Africa. The slow steamers run to Angola, touching at all the 
ports as far south as Mossamedes. The fast. boat does not call at 
Principe. The whole of the Portuguese service is in the hands of the 
‘‘Empreza Nacional de Navigagéo.” 

There is a small Spanish steamer running twice a month between 
San Thomé and Fernando Po, but this service is inclined to be some- 
what irregular. (A.R. 59.)

Tunis.— H.M.Consul-General at Tunis(Mr. E. J. L. Berkeley, C.M.G.) 
reports that German catalogues and trade circulars distributed in Tunis 
are drawn up in amore suitable form than those coming from the 
United Kingdom. The use of English money, weights and measures, 
and technical expressions is a serious drawback. The Germans have 
employed more travellers who examine local requirements and who, 
by being in close touch with home manufacturers, have obtained alter- 
ations to suit the local taste in the goods they came to offer. More- 
over, these travellers have sought and obtained on the spot much 
useful information as to the business standing of firms and commercial 
agents. They were consequently able to arrange favourable conditions 
for credit or term transactions, with a minimum risk of bad debts.

FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
JUNE, 1915.* 


I.— GENERAL. 


The trade returns for June, 1915, when compared with those 
for June, 1914, show increases both in the value of the Imports into 
the United Kingdom, and of the Exports of Foreign and Colonial 
Merchandise, but a decrease in the value of the Exports of the Produce 
and Manufactures of the United Kingdom. 

The value of the Imports in June was £76,117,797, an increase 
of £17,836,144, or 30°6 per cent., as compared with June, 1914; 
whilst the total Exports amounted to £42,583,907, a decrease of 
£6,042,503. The Exports of Produce and Manufactures of the United 
Kingdom show a decrease of £6,639,408, or 16°6 per cent., as com- 
pared with June, 1914; whilst there is an increase of £596,905, 
or 6°8 per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise.

V.—SHIPPING IN JUNE. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions with cargoes during 
June, 1915, amounted to 2,984,581 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 3,319,833 tons, as against 4,680,595 tons entered, and 
5,670,345 tons cleared, during June, 1914. With regard to the 
coasting trade, the tonnage arrived with cargoes during June, 
1915, amounted to 2,603,035 tons, and the tonnage departed to 
2,514,909 tons, as against 3,281,412 tons arrived, and 3,302,819 tons 


departed, in June, 1914. 
VI—SIX MONTHS’ SHIPPING, JANUARY-JUNE. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the six months, January-June, 1915, amounted to 16,622,720 
tons, and the tonnage cleared to 20,231,986 tons, as against 
23,527,588 tons entered, and 33,256,581 tons cleared, during the 
six months, January-June, 1914. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage arrived with cargoes during the six months, 
January-June, 1915, amounted to 15,041,576 tons, and the 
tonnage departed to 14,421,005 tons, as against 19,331,744 tons 
arrived, and 19,288,932 tons departed, during the corresponding 


period of 1914. 


WEIGHTS AND MEASURES ACT IN NEW SOUTH WALES. 


The Board of Trade has received a copy of an Act entitled the 
“ Weights and Measures Act, 1915,” which came into force on Ist 
June last and which provides for the standardisation and verification 
in New South Wales of weights and measures and weighing and 
measuring machines. 

With the following exceptions, all goods sold by weight are to be 
sold by avoirdupois weight :— 

(a) Gold, silver and articles made thereof, platinum, and other 
precious metals may be sold by the ounce troy. 

(6) Diamonds and other precious stones shall be sold by the 
metric carat. : 

(c) Drugs, when sold retail, may be sold by apothecaries’ weight. 

After Ist June, 1916, no person may retail any article except 
by net weight or measure. Neither may any person sell by retail 
any article enclosed in a package unless the net weight or measure 
of the article is legibly attached thereto. An exception will, however, 
be made in the case of an article subject to variation by reason of 
climatic changes provided the package bears a conspicuous label or 
inscription showing the words “ Net weight when packed,” together 
with such weight. 

The standard ton will be 2,240 lbs. except that a ton of flour, bran, 
pollard, sharps, semolina, wheat-meal, or other milled product of 
weight will weigh 2,000 lbs.

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FOREIGN TRADE OF AUSTRIA-HUNGARY IN FIRST 
QUARTER OF 1915. 


According to statistics issued by the Austrian Ministry of Commerce 
and published in the ‘‘ Neue Freie Presse” (Vienna) of 18th June the 
war has had the effect of reducing by practically one-half the foreign 
trade of Austria-Hungary during the first quarter of this year as com- 
pared with the corresponding period of 1914, as will be seen from the

As regards the import trade the greatest falling-off occurred in raw 
materials, chiefly those for the textile industry, followed by seeds, coal, 
animal produce, eggs, hides and skins. Amongst semi-manufactured 

oods reductions were most noticeable in the case of yarns, leather 
and base metals. In the case of manufactured goods the decreases in 
importation chiefly concerned machinery, silk goods, woollen and 
cotton goods, ready-made clothing, instruments, and clocks. 


The exports of wholly manufactured goods showed a decrease of 
68 per cent. as compared with the corresponding quarter of 1914, the 
decreases being most marked in the case of sugar, textiles, ready-made 
clothing, leather goods, wooden ware, glassware, mineral oils and 
metal goods. Under the heading of semi-manufactured goods there 
were marked decreases in the exports of prepared timber, yarn, 
leather, fats and chemicals. The decline in the exports of raw 
materials occurred chiefly in eggs, hides and skins, timber, oil fuel, 


and wool.

SEA-BORNE TRADE OF BOMBAY IN 1914-15. 


The following particulars respecting the sea-borne trade of the 
Bombay Presidency, excluding Sind, during the year ended 31st 
March, 1915, have been taken from the annual report of the Collector 
of Customs at Bombay :— 

The aggregate value of the total trade of the Bombay Presidency, 
excluding Sind, during the year ended 3lst March, 1915, was 
1,56,00,00,000 rupees, showing a fall of 60,00,00,000 rupees as com- 
pared with the total trade in the previous year. This decrease, which

is attributable to the effects of the war, comprised a fall of 57,00,00,000 
rupees in private trade, and nearly 3,00,00,000 rupees in Government 
transactions which declined from 7,00,00,000 rupees in 1913 to 
4,00,00,000 rupees owing to a cessation of imports of silver for coinage. 
The immediate effect of the outbreak of hostilities was the cessation 
of the considerable import and export trade of India with Germany, 
Austria-Hungary and Belgium, and, later, with ‘l'urkey also, and a 
diminution of the trade with France. 


The total value of the merchandise (exclusive of Government stores) 
imported into the port of Bombay* in the foreign trade during the 
year ended 3lst March, 1915, was 46,07,69,000 rupees as compared 
with 62,51,94,000 rupees in 1913-14.

MACHINERY TRADE IN JAPAN. 


The following information on the machinery trade of Japan has 
been received from H.M. Commercial Attaché at Yokohama (Mr. E. 
I’. Crowe, C.M.G.) :— 

In the 1913 report on the trade of Japan, it was explained that 
inasmuch as it takes a long time to obtain delivery in Japan of 
goods from abroad, the heavy importations of machinery in 1913 
were the outcome of the optimistic feeling which prevailed in 1911, 
and it was shown that, owing to the depression in the business world 
in 1912, it might safely be anticipated that the machinery figures 
would show a large falling-off in 1914. This prophecy proved quite 
correct, for whereas the total for 1913 was £3,752,700 it dropped to 
£2,500,000 in 1914. 

The United Kingdom remains well at the head of the list and now 
enjoys more than 50 per cent. of the business, which is better than 
for a long time past. Although, as explained above, the war was not 


responsible for the falling-off in the orders placed for machinery to 
arrive in 1914, it certainly interfered to a considerable extent with 
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Machinery Trade in Japan. 


the deliveries of German machinery. This can best be gauged by 
comparing the figures up to the end of July with those for the 
whole year. Up to the time when war broke out Germany had 
254 per cent. of this business; by December the percentage had 
ened to 22. There is still a little more to come forward from 
Tsingtao and from places where German ghips have run for shelter, 
but when this has all arrived imports from Germany will cease 
completely and British makers will at last have a fair chance of 
competing, and it is to be hoped they will take full advantage of it. 


Since war broke out very few orders have been placed. At first 
there was an idea that it would be impossible to get delivery ; 
then when it was seen that this would not be the case, buyers still 
held off owing to the general uncertainty as to what the future 
held in store, but confidence is gradually returning, and it is thought 
that within the next few months it will be possible to obtain a certain 
amount of orders. There are some points, however, which should be 
borne in mind. The most important is that Government Departments, 
in pursuance of the policy of ‘Support home industries,” place their 
orders in Japan whenever they can possibly do so. Another import- 
ant factor is that Japanese engineering works are increasing in number 
and in capacity. Were it not for the heavy import duties it would of 
course be impossible for them to compete in a great many lines, but 
the duties and the freight rates together give them a big advantage 
which enables them to come fairly near British prices. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché suggests that makers of small machinery 
of a class which is sold in quantities in standard sizes, such as gas 
engines, electric motors, pneumatic drills, pumps, etc. should send out 
their goods for sale consigned to firms of high standing. By this 
means stocks can be kept and a purchaser who finds that he can buy 
from stock will be more likely to go to the importer than if he has to 
wait for eight or nine months for delivery—in the latter case he will 
be tempted to try a Japanese-made copy of a foreign machine which 
he can get quicker and cheaper. The importing firms themselves are 
rarely willing to tie up their capital in stocks as the profit they can 
obtain is often eaten up by local high interest charges, while the 
manufacturer, who has naturally added a considerable amount to his 
price for standing charges and profit, would only be paying interest 
on the actual first net cost, and he would also probably be able to 
borrow money at a cheaper rate in the United Kingdom. The 
merchant would keep the bulk of the goods in bondso that if it 
should prove necessary to ship them to some other market, this could 
be done without loss of the duty. 


The reason for bringing this suggestion forward is that the 
manufacture of machinery in Japan is making considerable progress, 
and uniess some thought is given to the problem, United Kingdom 
manufacturers may lose a part of the business which they now enjoy. 
It should also be stated that the idea mentioned above has 
been tried during the past two or three years, with, as far as can be 
learned from the parties concerned, a considerable amount of success. 
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One of the interesting features of engineering work in Japan 
is the very large number of tiny establishments in existence—places 
which appear in engineering directories as ‘‘ So and So’s Engineering 
or Iron Works” but which really consist of a workshop with one 
lathe and two or three employees. They have no establishment 
charges, they work for a very small profit, and consequently they are 
able, in tendering for Government work, to put in exceedingly low 
prices. They do not quote direct, they are too small to do that, but 
a sort of broker takes the contract from the Arsenal or other Depart- 
ment and then sub-lets it to these different works. As they are on 
such a small scale there is a good deal of irregularity in the output, 
and the percentage of rejections is large, but none the less competi- 
tion from such works is very severe. 

Naturally the above remarks do not apply to the big works which 
are run on more or less foreign lines, although, even in these, there 
are points of difference which immediately strike the foreign engineer. 
For instance, the foreman is invariably on the side of the men and 
against the office. ‘l'hen again there are no apprentices, and no men 
of a better class gaining practical experience by putting in a certain 
number of years in the works. The engineers are nearly all graduates 
of technical colleges with little practical experience. The workmen 
on the whole are industrious and eager to learn, but their rice diet 
appears to be against them, for in engineering jobs they lack the 
necessary bodily weight, and the percentage of days when they are 
absent on account of sickness is very high. Nevertheless, as their 
wages are low, and as they are gradually learning and acquiring 
experience all the time, it is well worth while for any British maker 
of machinery who supplies either the Japanese or the Chinese market 


to watch developments and to change his policy as and when required.

The requirements are as follows :— 


(1) The Customs Authorities in Australia require a British Consular 
Certificate of non-enemy origin in respect of all goods imported from 
Holland, Denmark, Sweden, Norway, Switzerland and Italy, either 
direct, or after transhipment under the Customs Regulations at any 
port in the United Kingdom. 

(2) When goods are imported into the United Kingdom from the 
countries named and subsequently re-exported to Australia, a Certi- 
ficate of Origin will not be required in the Commonwealth, but in lieu 
thereof importers there will be called upon to produce an official copy 
of the “Specification for Foreign and Colonial Merchandise (Form 
30)” or “The Shipping Bill (Form 64),” as the case may be, which is 
required to be lodged with the British Customs in connection with 
the re-exportation of such goods from the United Kingdom. 

(3) When requested by exporters, the proper Officers of Customs 
in the United Kingdom are authorised by the Board of Customs and 
Excise to sign and stamp complete copies of the “Specification ” or 
‘Shipping Bill,” or extracts therefrom, free of charge, provided the 
copy or extract is presented at the same time as the original. 

(4) When the goods described on a ‘‘ Specification” or “ Shipping 
Bill”’ are intended for two or more consignees in Australia exporters 
may have extracts signed and stamped for transmission to each con- 
signee. 

(5) The attention of merchants, exporters, shipping agents and all 
others concerned, is invited to the necessity of seeing that the require-

2. 'The goods here referred to may be as follows :—

For both these classes of goods the British Consular Certificates 
will not be required to be produced in United Kingdom. The goods 
concerned will be shipped thence without any other Customs restric- 
tions than those operating in respect of ordinary transhipments under 
Bond. The Consular Certificates will, however, be required to be 
produced in New Zealand for all such goods. 

3. Cases may arise where a Consular Certificate covers goods partly 
for Home use in United Kingdom and partly for transhipment to 
New Zealand. In such cases the Certificate would be required by 
the British Customs and be retained by them. Exporters are advised 
that under such circumstances the British Customs, on request being 
made to that effect and cn payment of prescribed fee, will issue a copy 
of the Certificate, or an extract of so much thereof as may concern 
the Exporter interested in the New Zealand shipment. 

4. If the Exporter elects he may, however, present the Consular 
Certificate to the High Commissioner's Office, 13, Victoria Street, 
and there obtain, free of charge, a certified copy or extract. This 
would have to be done before presentation of original to the British 
Customs. 

5. In like manner a Certificate may cover goods for transhipment 
to different Oversea Dominions. In such case, if the original be pre- 
sented at the High Commissioner’s Office, 13, Victoria Street, a 
certified copy or extract will, on application, be given free of charge 
to the Exporter. 

6. These certified copies of Certificate or extracts, as the case may 
be, must be prepared in duplicate (one to be retained by the High 
Commissioner) by the Exporter or his agent, and will, upon due 
completion, be accepted in New Zealand in lieu of the original 


Consular Certificate. 
Goods Re-exported from the United Kingdom. 


7. These goods will have been imported into the United Kingdom 
and passed through Customs there on free or other entry for home 
use or for warehousing under Bond. In such case, when the goods 
are shipped for New Zealand, they are entered for re-export at the 
Customs on “ Specification” (Form No. 30) or on “Shipping Bill” 


for warehoused goods (Form No. 64). 
8. In either of these cases the Exporter should obtain from the 


Customs a duplicate of such “ Specification ” or “ Shipping Bill,” as 
the case may be, duly signed by the proper Officer and having an 
impression of the Customs Oflice stamp placed thereon.

13. Any Belgian goods so imported will, if re-exported to 
New Zealand, be dealt with in a similar manner to other re-export- 
ations by the Exporter obtaining from the British Customs a duplicate 
of Specification (Form 30) or Shipping Bill (form No. 64) as the case 
may be.

The Canton-Samshui Railway, though only 32 miles long, has had 
a good year, in spite of damage done to the permanent way by the 
floods, which, for a considerable time, stopped traffic 6 miles from 


Samshui. (A.R. 63.) 


The Acting British Consul at Hangchow (Mr. H. H. Bristow) reports 
that the Chekiang Railway has been formally

Shanghai-Hangchow-Ningpo Railway. Apart from a heavy deficit 
in the funds handed over it is found that, as a result of Chinese 
construction and management, the whole of the rolling-stock will 
have to be replaced and the permanent way re-laid. The problem 
of bridging the Chientang River is still unsolved. The possibility of 
crossing near Fuyang has been debated, but the shifting bottom of 
the river presents a well-nigh insuperable obstacle. Material held 
up at T'singtau during the siege has now been delivered, and progress 
is being made with the construction of the bridge near Paikuan. 
The line beyond Hangchow will, it is surmised, eventually proceed 
vd Chiakou and Fuyang to Chuchi, Shaohsing and Paikuan. 
Another branch will probably run from Fuyang to Lanchi, the 
junction from Chinhua and Wenchow in one direction, and Ch’ achow, 
Changshan, Yushan and the Ning Hsiang Railway (Nanking Hunan) 
in the other.

Several works have rebuilt and 
enlarged their premises, and in competent quarters the further develop- 
ment of the home market is anticipated with every confidence. 

As regards export trade, it is well known that much material 
intended for export has been stopped, as it is feared that some of the 
countries with which Germany is at war are endeavouring to obtain 
material through neutral states. For some time past export business 
has been about 8 per cent. of the total production, and in the 
future the same proportion will have to be reckoned with. Generally 
speaking, in comparison with previous months, the market showed con- 
tinued firmness, which in the case of several articles expressed itself in 
an increase in price. The extraordinary demand for pig iron continues, 
and is still further increasing in consequence of the large orders for 
war material. As the blast furnaces have to reckon with constantly 
higher expenses, a further increase in price may be anticipated. 
The quantities of pig iron contracted for are regularly taken from 
the foundries, and orders for bar iron continue to come in well. 

The business in coarse metal sheets is brisk, and as regards fine 
metal sheets the orders received and the output of the works were 
satisfactory. Business in pipes continues favourable, especially in 
regard to gas and steam pipes. Koiled steel plate works have 
in hand a satisfactory number of orders. The wire market con- 
tinues brisk. The business obtained by the foundries is satisfactory, 
as for some time past orders have been coming in from the Army 
Administration. There has been an increased demand for railway 
material. In view of the wear and tear on the railways, carriage and 
locomotive construction works can look forward to a continuance of 
good business. The article concludes by observing that taking all 
the circumstances into consideration the further development of the 
Upper Silesian iron industry will to all appearances continue satis- 


factory.

SOUTH AFRICA. 


The office of H.M. Trade Commissioner for South Africa has forwarded 
Sugar Production 2" &x*tact from the local press in which it is stated 
vn Natal that (despite the effects of the third successive 
— drought) the output of sugar in the season just 
closed was the largest on record, the actual crop having been 102,613 
tons (of 2,000 1bs.). This represents the actual quantity of sugar 
placed on the market after allowing for losses in refining, &c. and 
compares favourably with 92,153 tons in the previous season. 

This increased production was entirely the result of the larger area 
under cane, the actual yield per acre having been considerably less 
than in previous seasons owing to drought. The prospects for this 
season point to yet another record crop as the area under cultivation 
is again considerably increased and should more than set off the low 
yield per acre as a result of drought. It is estimated that from 
105,000 to 110,000 tons will be produced this season. (C.1.B. 34,524.) 


The office of H.M. Trade Commissioner for South Africa reports that,

During the year ended 3lst March, 1914, cotton-growing experi- 
ments on a large scale were conducted by the Department of Agricul- 
ture in the Rustenburg district of the Transvaal. The district was 
found to be suitable for the purpose and many farmers are now 
turning their attention to this crop in preference to tobacco, owing 
to the low price of the latter and to the dry seasons which have 
occurred lately. Experiments have apparently proved that South 
Africa is able to produce cotton of a better quality than the 
corresponding varieties from the United States. (C.1.B, 34,530.)

for Kurpahs No. 1 quality. This enormous increase in value 
has given a corresponding impetus to the manufacture of 
natural indigo, and a large increase in the area under cultiva- 
tion is already reported. Whether prices will be maintained remains 
to be seen, but for the present at least the trade has revived and 
considerable interest is taken in it by growers and dealers. (A,R. 58.)

‘The provincial authorities are 
hoping in some measure to replace the former cultivation of the 
opium poppy with tea. A British adviser to the Chinese Govern- 
ment has been appointed to deal with the question of tea cultivation 
and is inspecting the tea-growing districts. Tunchi is the central 
market for Anhui teas exported from Hangchow and Ningpo, but all 
the Prefectures of Chekiang, except Kashing, produce tea. The 
export duty was reduced by 20 per cent. in November. 
The 1914 Chekiang tea crop was of fair average quality on the 
whole; but the native tea hongs are said to have lost about 400,000

From Wenchow came about 20,000 half-chests, and from Ningpo 
22,000 half-cbests. A mixture of these teas in Shanghai is sold 
under the name of ‘‘ Shanghai packed.” 

It is said that the money sent into the country this year (1915) 
will show a marked shortage, while there most certainly will be a 
curtailment of the number of hongs engaged in the business. 

It is roughly estimated, for it is impossible to get any exact 
figures, that some 3,000 piculs of sun-dried (unmanufactured) leat 
found its way to Shanghai by the railway. ‘There is a local tax levied 
on this leaf at the Nanhsing station, called T’ang Kung Chuan, for 
the repair of the sea wall protecting the neighbourhood from inunda- 
tion by the enormous tides of Hangchow Bay. ‘This tax is 75 c. per 
picul ; whereas, if the teas are properly packed and leaded, they are 
not liable. 

Considering the wonderful demand there has been for common 
black leaf Congou in consequence of the war, it is strange that 
Chekiang enterprise has not taken advantage of the opportunity for 
conversion of common Pingsuey leaf into Congous by allowing it 
to ferment before firing. 

The prospects for the coming season (1915) are, it would seem, 
that supplies will be moderate, in which case, if the quality prove 
good, fair prices will result. Much loss would be avoided were more 
attention paid to the manipulation and turn-out of the commoner 
Pingsuey kinds. (A.R. 42.)

The value of the imports was 132,487,834 frs., a decrease of 
11,766,844 frs. as compared with 1918. Decreases were most marked 
in live cattle, colonial produce, metal goods and textiles. On the 
other hand there was an increase of 16,753,518 frs. in the imports of 
cereals. 

The value of the exports in 1914 was 106,623,141 frs. This was a 
decrease of 72,040,464 frs. as compared with the previous year, and 
was partly attributable to the poor harvest, the value of the grain 
exports being over 25,000,000 frs. less than in 1913. There was also 
a decrease of 16,797,288 frs. in the value of the exports of phosphates, 
whilst lead and zinc also showed considerable decreases. 

The failure of the crops and the effect on commercial transactions 
of prohibitions on export seriously affected the trade of Tunis in 
1914,

The reports from American Consuls and special agents sent out by 
the Federal Government wil! besupplied upon request, and will be relied 
on toa great extent for the prosecution of the work of the Bureau. It is 
also stated that each year Consuls from the various countries will visit 
the various American cities and give information on the opportunities 
for export business in the countries where they are located. ‘They will 
indicate the classes of goods that are most desired and those which will 
return largest profits. Itis further stated that at the branch offices 
of the Bureau there will be available to interested individuals and 
firms the Bureau’s publications, samples of foreign-made products, 
plans and specifications of construction work abroad, lists of foreign 
dealers in various goods, manuscript Consular reports and similar 
documents. The St. Louis branch is intended to serve Kentucky, 
Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, Colorado, New Mexico, 
Texas, Oklahoma and Arkansas. : 

The Business Men’s League of St. Louis is urging its manufac- 
turers to take advantage of the opportunities now afforded them

lt may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 


limited period.

Workmen employed by a gun manufacturer partly in 
shooting guns and rifles {for the purpose of testing, and partly in 
adjusting sights, &c. (Application 343.) 

Note.—Where no reference is given to an Application, the question 
has been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 


the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 
Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 


of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published.
